laplMientation  of  Orderly  Marketing  Agreeaent 
On  Certain  Color  Television  Receivers 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  Aaarica 
A  PROCLAMATION 

1.  On  Meurch  22,  1977,  the  United  States  Intejmational 
Trade  Commission  (USITC)  reported  to  the  President  (USITC 
Publication  808)  the  results  of  its  investigation  under 
subsection  (b)  of  section  201  of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C. 
2251(b))  (the  Trade  Act).  The  USITC  determined  that  color 
television  receivers  assembled  or  not  assembled,  finished  or 
not  finished,  provided  for  in  item  685.20  of  the  Tariff 

^  i 

Schedules  of  the  United  States  (TSUS)  are  being  imported 
into  the  United  States  in  such  increased  quantities  as  to 
be  a  subst2mtial  cause  of  serious  injury  to  the  domestic 
industry  producing  articles  like  or  directly  competitive 
with  the  imported  articles.  By  an  evenly  divided  vote, 
three  USITC  Commissioners  determined  serious  injury  to  exist 
in  the  monochrome  television  receiver  industry  and  three 
Commissioners  made  no  determination  of  injury  with  respect 
to  the  monochrome  receiver  industry.  The  Conmissioners  also 
had  an  evenly  divided  determination  on  the  question  of 
injury  to  that  porticm  of  the  industry  producing  subasaoDblieB 
of  color  television  receivers,  also  provided  for  in  item 
685.20  of  the  TSUS.  On  those  articles  on  which  an  injury 
determination  was  made,  the  Cosmission  reconsMnded  the 
imposition  of  an  increase  tariff. 

2.  Pursuant  to  section  330(d)  of  the  Tariff  Act  of 
1930  (19  U.S.C.  1330(d)),  in  the  ease  of  an  evenly  divided 
vote  on  serious  injury  the  President  may  consider  the 
determination  agreed  upon  by  either  group  of  Commissioners 
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as  the  determination  of  thm  CoaBBission.  On  May  19,  1977,  1 
determined  to  accept  the  determination  of  those  Connissionere 
making  no  determinatiom  of  injury  to  the  monochrome  television 
receiver  industry  as  the  determination  of  the  Commission  and 
to  accept  the  determination  of  those  Commissioners  finding 
serious  injury  to  that  portion  of  the  industry  producing 
subassemblies  of  color  television  receivers  as  the  determination 
of  the  Coanission. 

3.  On  May  19,  1977,  pursuant  to  Section  202(b)(1)  of 
the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  22S2(b)(l)),  and  after  teJcing  into 
account  the  considerations  specified  in  section  202(c)  of 
the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  2252 (c)),  I  determined  to  remedy 
the  serious  injury  found  to  exist  by  the  USITC  through  the 
negotiation  of  an  orderly  maurketing  agreement  with  Japan, 
the  major  supplier  of  color  television  receivers  to  the  O.S. 
market,  pursuant  to  section  203<a)(4)  of  the  Treide  Act  (19 
U.S.C.  22S3(a)  (4)) ; 'aztd  announced  my  intention  to  conclude 
such  an  agreement  limiting  the  export  from  Japan  into  the 
United  States  of  color  television  receivers  and  certain  of 
their  subassemblies,  and  setting  conditions  under  «diich  the 
United  States  would  lisdt  imports  into  the  United  States  of 
such  articles.  On  May  19,  1977,  in  accordance  with  section 
203(b)(1)  of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  22S3(b)(l|l,  X  transmitted 
a  report  to  the  Congress  setting  forth  my  determination  and 
intention  to  conclude  an  orderly  smrketing  agreement  and 
stating  the  reasons  why  my  decision  differed  from  the  action 
recommended  by  the  OSITC. 

4.  Section  203(e)(1)  of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C. 
2253(e)(1))  requires  that  insert  relief  be  proelal*^  and 
take  effect  within  90  days  after  a  Presidential  determination 
to  negotiate  an  orderly  smrketing  agreement. 

5.  Purstuuit  to  the  amthority  vested  in  the  President 
by  the  Constitution  and  the  statutes  of  the  United  States, 
including  section  203(a)(4)  of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C. 
2253(a)(4)),  an  orderly  siarketing  agreement  was  concluded  on 
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Hay  20«  11777  batwaaa  tba  Governnant  of  the  United  States  of 
Aaerica  and  the  GovarnaMnt  of  Japan,  limiting  the  export 
from  Japan  'to  the  United  States  of  color  television  receivers 
and  certain  eubes a omMiss  thereof,  for  a  period  of  three 
years  beginning  July  1,  1977#  to  1.75  million  units  in  each 
annual  restraint  period,  emd  setting  forth  conditions  under 
which  liskitations  %#ould  be  placed  on  the  importation  into 
the  United  States  of  such  articles  by  the  Government  of  the 
United  States.  The  agreement  shall  be  implemented  by  the 
terms  of  the  Notes  exchanged  and  as  directed  in  this  procla¬ 
mation. 

6.  In  accordance  with  section  203(d) (2)  of  the  Trade 
Act  (19  U.S.C.  2253(d)  (2^),' 1  have  determined  that  the  level 
of  Import  relief  hereinafter  proclaimed  perioits  the  importa¬ 
tion  into  the  United  States  of  a  quantity  or  value  of  articles 
which  is  not  less  than  the  average  amnual  quantity  or  value 
of  such  articles  imported  into  the  United  States  from  Japan 
in  the  1972-1975  period,  which  1  have  determined  to  be  the 
most  recent  representative  period  for  imports  of  sucK  articles. 

NOW,  THEBBFORE,  1,  Jimmy  Carter,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  acting  under  the  authority  vested 
in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  United  States, 
including  section  203  of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  2253)  and 
section  301  of  Title  3  of  the  United  States  Code,  do  hereby 
proclaims 

(1)  An  orderly  marketing  agreement  was  entered  into  on 
May  20,  1977,  between  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
America  and  the  Government  of  J^q>an  with  respect  to  the  ^ 
trade  in  certain  articles  of  color  television  receivers 
effective  July  1977.  The  orderly  marketing  agreement 
with  Japan  accounts  for  a  major  part  of  the  United  States 
imports  of  the  articles  covered  by  the  agreement.  The 
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orderly  marketing  agreement  is  to  be  implemented  according 
to  its  terms  and  as  directed  in  this  proclamation. 

(2)  The  President's  authority  under  section  203(e)(2) 
of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  2253(e)(2))  to  negotiate  orderly 
marketing  agreements  with  other  foreign  suppliers  of  articles 
subject  to  this  proclamation  after  any  import  relief  pro¬ 
claimed  pursuant  to  Sec  203 (a) (1) (2) (3)  or  (5)  takes  effect* 
is  hereby  delegated  to  the  Special  Representative  for  Trade 
Negotiations  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Special  Repre¬ 
sentative”).  The  President's  authority  under  section  203(e)(3) 
of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  2253  (e)(3))  to  determine  tliat 

any  agreanent  negotiated  pursueuit  to  section  203  (a)  (4)  or 
(5)  or  203  (e)(2)  of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  2253  (a) (4) (5) 
and  (e)(2))  is  no  longer  effective  is  hereby  delegated  to 
the  Special  Representative*  to  be  exercised  in  conformity 
with  paragraph  (4)  below.  In  the  event  of  such  a  determination 
the  Special  Representative  shall  prepare  any  proclamations 
that  may  be  appropriate  to  implement  import  relief  authorised 
by  section  203(e)(3)  of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  2253(e)(3)). 

(3)  The  President's  authority  in  section  203(g)(1)  sad] 
(2)  of  the  Trade  Act  (19  U.S.C.  2253(g)(1)  and  (2))  to 
prescribe  regulations  governing  the  entry  or  withdrawal  Eros^ 
warehouse  of  articles  covered  by  the  orderly  marketing 
agreement  and  to  issue  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
entry,  or  withdrawal  from  warehouse*  for  consunqption  of  like ' 
articles  which  are  the  product  of  countries  not  parties  to 
such  agreement*  has  been  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  pursuant  to  section  5(b)  of  Executive  Order  No. 

11846.  Such  authority  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Secretary 

of  the  Treasury*  upon  direction  by  the  Special  Representative# 
in  consultation  with  representatives  of  the  member  agencies 
of  the  Trade  Policy  Staff  Committee.

(d)  With  respect  to  the  products  of  other  countries, 
beginning  on  July  1,  1977,  if  the  quantity  of  iaqports 

of  all  other  countries,  excluding  Japan,  of  the  articles 
subject  to  import  relief  under  this  proclamation  appear 
likely  during  a  12  month  period  to  disrupt  the  effective- 
ness  of  the  orderly  marketing  agreement,  the  Special 
Representative  may  initiate  TOnsultations  with  those 
countries  responsible  for  such  disruption  and  may 
prevent  further  entries  of  such  articles  for  the 
renainder  of  the  restraint  period  or  otherwise  moderate 
or  restrict  the  imports  from  such  countries  pursuant  to 
section  203(g)(2)  of  the  Trade  Act,  (19  U.S.C.  2253(g)(2)). 
Before  exercising  this  authority,  the  Special  Repre¬ 
sentative  shall  consult  with  representatives  of  the 
member  agencies  of  the  Trade  Policy  Staff  Committee. 

(e)  Should  the  Special  Representative  determine 
to  institute  import  restrictions  on  articles  entered, 
or  withdrawn  from  warehouse,  for  consuBq>tion  frcHn  Japan 
or  from  other  countries  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (2)  amd 

(4)  (d)  of  this  proclamation,  such  action  shall  become 
effective  not  less  than  eight  days  after  such  determination 
and  any  necessary  chemges  in  the  T8U8  have  been  published 
in  the  Federal  Register. 

(5)  The  Special  Representative  shall  take  such  actions 
and  perform  such  functions  for  the  United  States  as  may  be 
necessary  concerning  the  administratimi,  implementation, 
modification,  amendsient  or  termination  of  the  agreement 
described  in  paragrai^  (1)  of  this  proclamaticxi  and  any 
actions  and  functions  necessary  to  iBq>lement  paragraphs  (2), 

(3)  and  (4)  of  this  proclamation.  Xn  carrying  out  his 
responsibilities  under  this  paragraph  the  Special  Representative 
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is  authorised  to  delegate  to  appropriate  officials  or  agencies 
of  the  United  States  authority  to  perfon  any  functions 
necessary  for  the  administration  and  implementation  of  the 
agreement  or  actions.  The  Special  Representative  is  authorized 
to  make  any  changes  in  Part  2  of  the  Appendix  to  the  TSUS 
which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  agreement  or  actions. 
Any  such  changes  in  the  agreesient  shall  be  effective  on  or 
after  their  publication  in  the  Federal  Register . 

(6)  The  Ccmmissioner  of  Custosw  shall  take  such 
actions  as  the  Special  Representative  shall  determine  are 
necessary  to  carry  out  .the  agreement  described  in  paragraph 
(1)  of  this  proclasMtion  and  to  implement  any  isqport  relief 
pursuant  to  paragraphs  (2),  (3)  and  (4)  of  this  proclamation, 
or  any  modifieaticMi  thereof,  with  respect  to  the  entry  or 
withdrawal  from  warehouse,  for  consuoqption  into  the  United 
States  of  products  covered  by  such  agreement  or  by  such 
other  import  relief. 

(7)  The  USITC  shall  issue  reports  and  conduct  the 
following  surveys  %rath  respect  to  color  television  receivers 
and  related  products: 

(a)  Quarterly.  Surveys  by  calendar  quarter 
to  obtain  from  producers  in  the  United  States  monthly 
data  on  production,  shipments,  inventories,  employment 
man-hours,  and  prices,  and  other  economic  factors 
indicative  of  conditions  in  the  U.S.  industry.  The 
initial  surveys  shall  cover  the  fourth  quarter  of  1976 
and  the  first  two  quarters  of  1977.  Subsequent  surveys 
shall  cover  individtial  quarters  with  the  last  such 
survey  covering  the  quarter  i^ich  ends  not  less  than  60 
days  prior  to  the  tendnation  of  the  import  relief.

(b)  Annual.  Annual  surveys  to  c^tain  data  froa 
producers  in  the  Oaited  States  by  calendar  spiarter  on  * 
profits,  capacity,  and  annual  data  on  capital  expenditures 
and  research  and  developsent  expenditures;  and  to 
obtain  from  importers  data  by  calendar  quarter  on 
prices,  orders,  and  inventories.  Ihe  initial  surveys 
shall  cover  the  calendar  year  1976  and  the  calendar 
year  1977,  and  the  results  shall  be  published  by 
March  31,  1978.  The  results  of  subsequent  surveys 
shall  be  published  by  March  31  of  each  year  thereafter 
so  long  as  the  isqport  relief  is  in  effect. 

(8)  The  proclamaticm  shall  be  effective  as  of  July  1,

Dear  Mr.  Commissioner:  Oa  May  30,  1077 
an  Orderly  Marketing  Agreement  was  signed 
between  the  Ooveminent  of  Japan  and  the 
Oovemment  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  wlU  reduce  the  volume  of  odor  tele¬ 
vision  imports  from  Japan  to  the  United 
States.  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Agree¬ 
ment  and  In  accordance  with  the  Presidential 
Proclamation  Implementing  this  Import  re¬ 


lief.  It  Is  requested  that  you  take  the  actions 
described  as  foUows: 

1.  Monitor  all  complete  and  Incomplete 
color  MevMoa  recetven  and  subaaaembtlss 
thereof,  entered,  or  withdrawn  from  ware¬ 
house,  for  consumption  cm  of  after  July  1. 
1977  and  through  June  SO,  1000,  which  are 
claaslfled  under  any  of  the  foUowlng  Items 
of  the  Tariff  Schedules  of  the  United  States 
Annotated  (TBUSA)  as  amendecL  effective 
July  1.  19T7:  TSUSA  685.3039  through 

685.3046,  685.3066,  and  685.3061  through 
685.3067  (copy  of  amended  TSUSA  Is  at¬ 
tached)  .  The  monitoring  shall  be  by  TSUSA 
Item  and  by  country  of  origin. 

3.  Monitoring  reports  khall  be  provided  to 
this  once  on  a  monthly  basis.  These  reports 
shall  contain  Infcxmatlon  on  quantity  of 
Imports  by  TSUSA  Item  and  country  of  ori¬ 
gin.  For  Japan,  these  reports  shall  also  In¬ 
clude  separate  enumeration  for  such  mer¬ 
chandise  exported  from  Japan  on  or  after 
July  1,  1977  with  and  without  official  certi¬ 
fication  for  export  provided  under  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Government  of  Japan  and  for 
those  Imports  exported  prior  to  July  1,  1977. 

3.  The  aggregate  quantity  of  merchandise 
of  Japanese  origin  In  the  TSUSA  Items 
685.3036  through  686.3046  and  686.3066,  the 
categcNy  of  cmnqilete  colcw  television  receiv¬ 
ers.  and  685.3061  through  686.3064,  the  cate¬ 
gory  of  Incomplete  color  television  receivers, 
permitted  to  be  enterecL  or  withdrawn  from 
warehouse,  for  consumption  on  or  after  July 
1,  1977,  and  exported  on  at  after  July  1,  1977. 
without  the  appropriate  or  correct  certlll- 
catlcm  by  category  shall  be  limited  to  63JM0 
units  of  color  televisions  and  subassemblies 
for  each  period  covered  by  the  sgreement.  A 
facsimile  of  such  certification  Is  attached. 


Any  uncertified  Imports^  up  to  this  amount 
may  be  subject  to  denial  of  entry  or  with¬ 
drawal  from  warehouse,  for  oonstimptlon. 
under  the  discretional  authority  of  this  Office 
pursuant  to  the  Presidential  Proclamation. 
The  periods  covered  by  the  Agreement,  based 
on  date  of  export,  are  July  1.  1977  through 
June  30,  1978;  July  1,  1978  through  June  30, 
1970;  and  July  1,  1979  through  June  30,  1980. 
Reports  on  imcertlfied  Imports  «hsii  be  pro¬ 
vided  to  this  Office  weekly.  These  r^>orts  shall 
be  by  shipment  and  Include  adequate  Iden¬ 
tifying  Information.  If  It  appears  In  any  pe¬ 
riod  covered  by  the  Agreement  that  the  53,- 
500  unit  limitation  on  uncertified  exports 
will  be  reached  before  the  end  of  that  pe¬ 
riod,  prompt  notification  shall  be  given  to 
this  Office. 

4.  The  importation  of  a  single  product 
classified  within  the  TSUSA  Items  described 
In  paragraph  1  above  and  for  the  personal 
use  of  the  Importer  shall  not  be  monitored  or 
subject  to  the  limitations  contained  In  para¬ 
graph  3.  above. 

6.  A  monthly  press  release  shall  be  Issued 
showing,  for  those  TSUSA  Items  In  para¬ 
graph  1  above,  the  quantity  of  Imports  from 
each  of  the  following:  Canada.  Japan.  Mex¬ 
ico.  R^ubUc  of  China,  Republic  of  Korea, 
Singapore,  and  other  countries  of  origin.  For 
Jiqian.  Inqiorts  shall  further  be  categorized 
as  osrtlfled,  uncertified,  and  Imparts  ex¬ 
ported  prior  to  the  current  export  restraint 
period.  Appropriate  totals  and  subtotals 
should  be  provided.
